“Racism, though 

it is a great evil, is a broad area,” he 

said. “If you're going to risk vour neck 

by sticking it out into the political 
arena, why not risk it for something 

like abortion, which is the single most 

important issue facing our society 

today?” 


Reverend Mishler disagreed. “I think 
racism is a larger issue,” he stated. “It 
is a problem woven deep into the 
fabric of our community, one none of 
us Can avoid.” 


BISHOP MAHER, however, stressed ° 
that he was addressing moral 
concepts that guide the conscience of 
people, not taking a political stand. 
“The purpose of the letter,” he 
emphasized, “was to instruct the 
people on an upright conscience in 
reference to racism and violence.” 


In singling out the Ku Klux Klan 
aspect of the overall issue, the bishop 
pointed out, the secular press was 
doing something it has fought against 
for some time. “A reporter does not 
give his sources because it stifles 
freedom of the press,” he said. “By the 
same token, without dealing with this 
issue from the point of view from 
which | spoke, they are, in effect,. 
stifling the voice of the Church.” 


Reverend Lindquist agreed that the 


political significance of the pastoral 


should not be stressed. “For it was 
truly pastoral and ecumenical,” 
Reverend Lindquist said, “in that it 
spoke for all thoughtful Christians of 
every church in San Diego.”

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The bishops of Indonesia have 
dropped a very difficult problem into 
the decision-making machinery of the 
Vatican—ultimately into the judg- 
ment of Pope John Paul. 


According to a report submitted by 
a group of these bishops, a shortage of 
priests prevents 60 to 80 percent of 
their Catholic people from having 
access to the Eucharist more than two 
or three times a year. 


EVEN THIS priestly ministry 


~ depends heavily on foreign mission- 


aries, and the government seems to 
be considering a prohibition of 
missionary work by foreigners. 


The bishops state their request 


clearly: “We ask that permission be 
granted to ordain dedicated married 
men to the priesthood.” 

_ The issue should be kept clear. 
They are not asking that priests 
ordained with a commitment to 


~ celibacy be allowed to marry; they are 


not asking that the Church change its 
basic policy on clerical celibacy. 


A recent news account told of a 
group of young -boys who fell into an 
excavation basement at a downtown 
construction site. One was killed, the 
rest seriously hurt. The tragic part of 
the story was that several adults 
admitted passing by, recognizing the 
inherent danger of their play, and 
walking on because they weren't their 
children and they didn’t. want to 
intrude.

Show gratitude to God and to friends 


28th Sunday, October 12, 1980. 2 
Kings 5:14-17; 2 Timothy 2:8-13; 
Luke 17:11-19. 


Naaman was a Gentile, a worship- 
per of false gods. He traveled to Israel 
as a non-believer in the Lord God of 
the Jews but returned carrying some 
earth from Israel, ‘made holy by the 

- presence of the God of the Hebrews. 


This story, which we read from 2 
Kings, is an example of how the saving 
-Oresence of God extends beyond the 
,0unds of the chosen people. It also 
exemplifies gratitude. When he was 
cured, Naaman wished to express his 
gratitude to the prophet and offered 
him gifts. The prophet relied that his 
cure was God's gift and not the result 
of any power of the prophet. Thus the 
as should be extended to God 
alone. 


THE GOSPEL story also exemplifies 
gratitude and reminds us of the story 


of Naaman since Luke tells us about 
the cure of 10 lepers by the power of 
Jesus. Luke points out that only one 
returned to offer gratitude; nine were 
content to accept the cure without 
remembering to give thanks. 


Two people stand out as examples: 
Naaman the foreigner who had faith 
and who was grateful, and one leper 
who returned to Jesus .to render 
thanks. Jesus responded to the leper: 
“Your faith has been your salvation.” 


The word of God always comes to us 
in human. situations, limited by 


human expressions and the inability 
of any words to convey the meaningof — 


God. When we have stories recorded 
for us, they are meant to express an 
insight into the God-people relation- 
ship, giving us guidance. 

BOTH STORIES portray a kind and 
generous God. The power of God as 
well as His compassion and mercy 
extends beyond the chosen people of 
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Israel. 
principally the gift of life, and gives 
without conditions. At the same time 
the stories give clear reminders that 
gratitude for a gift should follow even 
“if not demanded by the giver. 


God freely gives gifts, 


Jesus healed all the lepers. 


unconditionally. If one returned and 
the other nine were too concerned 
with their cure that they forgot the 
healer, Jesus did not renage on the 
gift of health; He only mentioned that 
the leper’s faith had been his 


salvation. The leper experienced the. 


healing presence of his faith and will 
continue to benefit from God’s 
gracious will. 


Gratitude to God for the gift of life 
obliges all and-often even God's 
chosen people forget it. Too busy 
about living often clouds the mind to 
remember the free offering of human 
life. Gratitude for many happy 


moments can slip from conscious- 
ness and be taken for granted. Even 
on the level of friendship, gratitude 
often falls into oblivion. 


When we listen to these readings 
the first impression might be to 
identify oneself with the grateful 
Naaman or the one leper who: 
returned, instead of the nine. who 
failed to return. With more reflection, 
it may be that the identification 
should be with the nine who became 
so involved with their good fortune 
that they forgot their benefactor. 


Fortunately for all of us, God does 
not treat us the way we treat Him. 
Failure to express gratitude does not 
mean that God will cut Himself off 
from us. Rather God seems to 
continually show signs of gracious- 
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ness with the hope that His forgetful .

Abp. Quinn denies calling tok new doctrine 


Contraception poses problem 


for Church's pastoral ministry 


VATICAN CITY. (NC)—A new 
approach is needed if Catholics and 
people of good will are to understand 
and accept the Church’s teaching on 
contraception, said Archbishop John 
R. Quinn of San Francisco, president 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. ° 


~ Current dissent within and without 


the Catholic Church is causing grave 
pastoral problems, he added Sept. 29 
in an intervention during the world 
Synod of Bishops. 


ARCHBISHOP Quinn said any 
resolution of these problems must be 


based on acceptance of the Church’s ’ 


teaching, while recognizing the “fact 
of doctrinal development.” 


Archbishop Quinn suggested a 
dialogue -between the Vatican and 
theologians to help resolve some of 
the difficulties. 


Regarding the dialogue with 
theologians, he said a starting 
principle should be “recognition that 
the teaching on contraception is a 
serious and authentic doctrine of the 
ordinary magisterium coupled with 
the recognition that there can be 
development and amplification of this 
teaching just as there has been in 
much of the Church’s dogmatic self- 
understanding and moral awareness 
over the past 2,000 years.” 


THE ARCHBISHOP called on the 
Vatican to “develop through consulta- 
tion with theologians some clear 
guidelines on the possibilities and 
limits of dissent within the Church.” 


Studies indicate that nearly 80 
percent of U.S. Catholic married 
_ women use contraceptives and that 
only. 29 percent of U.S. priests 


consider the use. of artificial 
contraception “intrinsically wrong,” 
added the archbishop. 


He called on the Churchto “create a 
new context for the teaching on 


contraception,’ placing it more 
strongly in terms of: a positive 
teaching of life and on sexuality. 

IN ASKING FOR a new approach, 
Archbishop Quinn said, “I! want to 
affirm clearly that this paper is based 


-on an acceptance of the teaching of 


the Church as it has been enunciated 
by Pope Paul VI-in the encyclical letter 
‘Humanae Vitae.’” 


“Yet, the Church -has always 
recognized the principle and fact of 
doctrinal development. We have 
frequently witnessed development in 
this century in the area of Scripture 
studies, in canonical jurisprudence 


and most notably in the Second . 


Vatican Council in the areas of divine 
revelation, ecclesiology and religious 
liberty, to mention only a few,” said 
the archbishop. 


“I want to affirm clearly that - 


this paper is based on an 
acceptance of the teaching 
of the Church as it has been 
enunciated by Pope Paul VI 
in the encyclical letter 


‘‘Humanae Vitae.’” 


After Archbishop Quinn delivered 
his address at the synod, the secular 
press reported that he had called for 

“a new Church doctrine on ‘respons- 
ible parenthood.’” 
_ “THAT REPORTING is clearly 
incorrect and | repudiate it,” the 
archbishop told the National Catholic 
News after the reports appeared in 


U.S. newspapers Sept. 30. 


“| clearly stated in both my Latin 
and English text that | clearly adhere 
to the Church doctrine on contra- 
ception,” he said. 


Bishops withdraw plans to 
end holy day obligation 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A proposal 
to end the obligation to attend Mass 
on several U.S. holy days has been 


. withdrawn—at least for now—by a 


committee of U.S. bishops. 


The decision to withdraw the 
proposal came despite the support for 
a change in holy days by two-thirds of 
the bishops who responded to a holy 
days. survey, according to an 


- announcement Oct. 2. 


AT THE SAME time, the proposal 
was opposed by most Catholics who 
responded to holy days surveys 
published in several diocesan 
newspapers. The response to the 
unscientific newspaper surveys 
brought pleas to retain all six current 
U.S. holy days, along with several 
requests that even more holy days be 
added to the church calendar. 

Archbishop Rembert G. Weakland 
of Milwaukee, chairman of the 
bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy 
(BCL), which released the proposal 
last May, said the decision to withdraw 
it was based in part on “widespread 


- confusion” among Catholics on the 


nature and observance of holy days of 
obligation. 

He. said some Catholics evidently 
equated holy days with penitential 
practices, others were concerned 
about a “loss of their Catholic 
identity” if the holy days were 
changed, and still others were 
confused about whether dropping the 


obligation to attend Mass also meant 
dropping the feast itself. 


HE SAID INSTEAD of pursuing the 
proposal at this time, the BCL will 
develop an_ instructional program 
aimed at ending the confusion 
surrounding holy days and will 
continue to explore solutions to 
problems connected with the 
observance of holy days for future 


implementation by the U.S. bishops. ~ 


The original proposal called for 
retention of only Christmas and the 
feast of the Immaculate Conception 
(Dec. 8) as holy days of obligation. 


Under the now-withdrawn proposal, 
observance of Ascension Thursday 
would have been moved to the 
following Sunday. The obligation to 
attend Mass on the two remaining 
holy days —the solemnity of Mary the 
Mother of God (Jan. 1) and the feast 
of the Assumption (Aug. 15) — would 
have been dropped, although they 
would have remained as major feast 
days of the Church. 


BISHOPS of the various countries of 
the world are free to set their own holy. 
days with the approval of the Vatican. 
In Mexico, for instance, holy days of 
obligation are observed only on 
Christmas, Jan. 1, and the feast of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe. 

Current practice is for each country 
to retain at least. two holy days: 
Christmas and one feast honoring 
Mary.

NEW YORK (NC) —A suit has been 
filed in federal court to revoke the tax- 
exempt status of certain Catholic 
churches and organizations in the 
United States.

support of candidates opposed to 
abortion. 


THE SUIT against Secretary oe the 
Treasury G. William Miller and 
Internal Revenue Service Commis- 
sioner Jerome Kurtz was filed Oct. 2 in 
U.S. District Court for the Southern 
District of New York by Abortion 
Rights Mobilization (ARM), the 
National Women’s Health Network, 


the Feminist Party, the National 
Consumer Coalition, and_ several 
individuals. 


Among the violations alleged in the 
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—“Publication in church news- 
papers of articles which identify 
specific candidates, and urge 
parishioners to vote for these 
candidates because the candidates 
oppose abortion.” ) 


— “Statements from the pulpit at or 
near election time directed to 
members of churches throughout 
entire dioceses, warning thousands of 
church members that to vote for pro- 
choice candidates in the upcoming 
election could constitute a sin.” 

— “Letters on church stationery by

The hostages have now spent 
nearly a year in captivity as 
political prisoners of a country 
torn by revolution and chaos.

At least we can 
give them something and pray for 
them,” said Mike Sprague, 12, an 
eighth grader at Holy Trinity. 

Mike is one of 90 children atthe 
school that have volunteered to 
give up their lunch hour to take 
part in a prayer vigil for the 
hostages.

INDEED, students fill the first 
three pews in the otherwise empty 
church.
